Upon the grounds -are five large 
hotels, known for their beauty and 
fine accommodations. From the im- 
mense porches of these one can 
gaze for hours over lakes, forests, 
and well-kept lawns, feeling that a 
certain quietness comes to all who 
really commune with nature. In all 
of these you will find the most up- 
to-date equipment and especially are 
Hiey noted tor their massive 'fire- 
places which furnish a most cheery 
atmosphere during the chilly even- 
ing hours. 

There are many other scenes ot 
interest in the Park but one that 
needs special mention is the Eagles 
Mere Lake. On a clear, calm day 
its surface is like a large mirror 
reflecting all the towering hemlocks 
on its banks and the clear blue sky 
overhead. It is approximately one 
mile long and one-half mile wide, all 
spring water, fresh and pure, yet it 
has no visible outlet and many in- 
lets; this leads us to conclude that 
the outlet must be downwards. On

The conference was held under 
the auspices of the Y. M. C.A. and 
the Y. W. C. .A. in a large rustic ^ 
auditorium near the largest hotel . 
known as Forest Inn. Tthe speak- ' 
ers were carefully selected men and | 
from all over the United States, j 
The students attending were froni 
at least a dozen nationalities, thus \ 
making student fellowships all the 
more interesting. It is Impossible 
to give a complete report of the con- 
ference, hut the writer hopes that 
the following excerpts will be of 
interest to many of the readers. 

Dr. .1. Stitt Wilson, ot California, 
gave a lecture on the “Teclftiique of 
Illumination.’ In this lecture he 
clearly pointed out that we become 
illuminated only as we are willing 
to admit the light. The skeleton of 
his lecture consisted ot seven points 
which he compared to the seven 
colors radiated from a prism. Com- 
bining these we can produce white 
lives just as the colors when com- 
bined produce a white light. They 
are first; proper care of our body 
is second; the making of the sacred 
election, third; the assumption of 
respousihilitv for human welfare, 
fourth: habitual practice of daily 
private and secret praver and medi- 
tation fifth; social mysticism or as- 
sociating and mingling with oth.er 
great souls, sixth : a spiritual nnder- 
Rt'inding of great realities and imi- 
vevsals, seventh; and in conclusion, 
become familiar w.ith the lives and 
Icachings of the illumined, of which 
Christ is the first and foremost. 

Ur. Edith Hale Swift gave several 
lectrres on social purity and sex 
hygiene. Slie sums up her lectures 
in the following quotations:' ‘Gen- 
erally we are all alike Init sex di- 
vides ns into two .groups.” “Women 
are reluctant in many affairs, men 
are agressive.” “Women use their 
feminity to attract men. and men re- 
quire pay for their attention.” 
“Cheap women have made all wo- 
men cheap.” “Mating is influenced 
little by ideas of the home.” “Sex 
is never an individual right. It 
always concerns two and the results 
concern many more.” She quotes 
the following from Browning to il- 
lustrate the lives of those who have 
lived together in a congenial home 
atmosphere, “Grow old along with 
me: the best is yet to be.” 

Powers Hapgood, who has studied 
the lalbor problems of practically all 
the world says this; America must 
get busy and give the laborers a bet- 
ter chance. He strongly advocates 

that culture and the asthetic life 
he developed. 

Dr. D. F. Fleming spoke on the 
uniqueness of Christianity. “The 
Christian way of life is needed In 
this shrinking world,” was one of 
his greatest statements. Others were 
“The good of all religions comes 
from God.” “Fellowship with God 
thrnr Jesus Christ in Christianity.” 
“If God can trust us with power a 
wonderful day is ahead.” “Facing 
Christ changes life without reason 
although it is not against reason." 

Dr. A. Bruce Curry sii>oke on the 
“Eternal Religion.” Some of his 
choice sayings were: “It is unscien- 
tific to let Jesus o-ut of our Religion.” 
“Combine the salt of the earth and 
the light ot the world and salt- 
light your religion.” . 

Many others spoke and took part 
in the conference but the above 
mentioned were the leading char- 
acters of the Eagles Mere “Y” Con- 
ference.

Questions For Debate Decided. 

The annual meeting of the Debat- 
ing Association of the Colleges of 
Pennsylvania, was held at the Penn 
Harris Hotel, Harrisburg, Pa., at 
2:30 P. M. on Saturday, October 9, 
1926. About thirty-five representa- 
tives from the Colleges and Univesi- 
ties of Pennsylvania were present. 
These included faculty representa- 
tives, student managers, and student 
representatives., 

Professor R. W. Schlosser repre- 
sented the faculty of Elizabethtown 
College. Miss Anna Bull and Miss 
Pauline Green represented the La- 
dies Debating Association,.' The 
Men’s Association was represented 
by Samuel S. Wenger and Clarence 
E. Fr>’*e, Professor Schlosser had 
the distinction of being appointed 
chairman ot the committee on the 
choice of question. 

The Association discussed the 
matter of judges for a debate. Strong 
sentiment was expressed for the 
“open-forum” type of debate. Quite 
a number favored the plan of having 
one competent judge only. 

The questions which the Associa- 
tion decided on were, in order of 
preference, first “Should the United 
States Cancel the War Debts With 
The Allied Nations?” second, 
“Should The Volstead Act Be So 
Modified As To Permit The Manu- 
facture and Sale of Light Wine and 
Beer?” Third, “Is the Present Tend- 
ency to Emphasize the Practical in 
American Higher Education to be 
Deplored?”

STRIKE ON COED RULE WON 

Hanover (Ind.) College Abrogates 
Curfew Regulations. 

Hanover. Ind. — -Oct. 1. — The strike 
of Hanover College students, called, 
yesterday in protest against enforce- 
ment of a rule forbidding co-eds to 
leave their places of residence after 
6 P. M. was called off today when 
the faculty explained to a student 
committee that the rule would not be 
put into effect. At a mass meeting 
this afternoon a faculty representa- 
tive said there had been a gross mis- 
understanding as to the rule. In ad- 
dition to promising abrogation of the 
6 P. M. rule the faculty assured the 
students no penalties would be in- 
dicted on the strikers. 

Albright College has begun an ex- 
tension School, called the Albright 
High School, for boys and girls of 
Myerstown and vicinity who have 
not finished their grade school edu- 
cation and are at present working in 
factories. Eight Seniors are teach- 
ing the classes. Thus far the venture 
seems to have been highly successful. 

Franklin and Marshall College 
claims that their debating team has 
received more than twenty chal- 
lenges from leading colleges. They 
conducted try-outs for the team re- 
cently. A debate has been schedul- 
ed with Oxford in December. 

An alumnus of Haverford College 
has written a poetical reply to Kip- 
ling’s "The Vineyard.” which is 
generally regarded as an attack on 
America.

One should have sufficient pride to retain self respect but not to the 
extent that one imagines one self highly elevated above all other indi- 
viduals. 

A person with very little or no pride is worth very little to the Reli- 
gious Social Business of Political world, just as unuseful is the person 
who abuses his pride to the extent that he feels superior to others, and 
imagines that any particular organization can not get along without him. 

Many people have come to conclusions that the proud and vain persons 
are the same, but this is a grave mistake. 

Pride and vanity are not the same, nor should they be mistaken as 
such. The proud man has so good an opinion of himself and is so satis- 
fied that his opinion is correct, that he does not care what the world 
thinks of him, and makes no special effort to conciliate its good opin- 
ions. The vain person distrusts his own favorable judgment, and rushes 
it to be confirmed by the world. He therefore makes known his good 
deeds. Men and women really great are under temptation to be proud, 
while men and women of little significance tend to be vain. 

Neither the vain nor the proud can realize their best possibilities. As 
students, then, let us strive to be neither the vain nor the proud person, 
but to develop sufficient pride in our school studies, and extra-curricular 
activities that we may be a credit to our college and community.

'CHRISTMAS AGAIN 


Christmas is our annual reminder that there is another plan for the 
conduct of human Ijfe than the one that has been followed so long by the in- 
habitants of Earth. The plan in use falls short of giving satisfaction, so, 
that its deficiencies, cease to be merely embarassments, and become a source 
of absolute consternation. 

We need to put into operation a better law of life, go back inevitably 
to One we have had la long time ago, know and have paid much attention to, 
but which we have long been assitred has never yet been put into practice. 
This is the rule of life of which Christmas comes to remind us. 

There is much dispute today of circumstances of the birth of Christ, 
aur theologians wax quite heated about it: but the important thing in poli- 
tical times is more, what were His principles? What He said and did. His 
theory of the proper basis of human relationships. 

But there is still a greater clash between the teachings of Christ and 
the practices of the world. Particularly interesting is it, that practices of 
the world seem more than usuially to lead to failure. It is not a success. It 
needs to be bettered. How can we better it?

For the Thursday morning session 
Dr. Alfred G. Garett conducted a dis- 
cussion on the topic, “'riie Teachings 
of Jesus and the Prevention of War.” 
He discussed the subject in four 
phases: (1) Gospel texts supporting 
the pacilist attitude, (2) texts appar 
ently opposing the peace movement. 
(3) the spirit of Christ, (4) Christ’s 
actions as upliolding peace. 'I'he 
second feature of the forenoon ses- 
sion was an address “The Churches 
for Peace,” by Reverend Robert Bag- 
nell, D. D., chairman of the Internat- 
ional Relations committee, Pennsyl- 
vania Counsel of Churches. He spoke 
of the dissalusioument that followed 
the “war that w'as to end all w'ar.” 
He also showed that the next war 
would mean the end of civilization 
itself. The part the churches are 
to play in bringing about peace was 
his main theme. He advocated 
America’s entrance into the League 
of Nations, and the World Court, and 
urged a reconsideration of the debt 
question. “The most important 
means of bringing about peace” he 
said, “is a friendly attitude, and bet- 
ter understanding between nations.” 

The afternoon session w'as devoted 
to reports on the progress of the 
peace movement in the denomina- 
tions holding the conference. The 
entire final meeting in the evening 
was given over to an address by 
Frederick J. Libby, secretary of the 
National Council for Prevention of 
War. Mr. Libby’s subject was. “To 
Bring Peace.” He also strongly ad- 
vocated the entrance of the United 
States into the League of Nations. He 
•said that he has just made a study of 
the League, and has observed it in 
session, and that there is nothing to 
tear of entanglin.g alliances if we do 
enter. He said that Premier Briand 
of France sounded the keynote to fu- 
ture international relations in his ad- 
dress W'elcoming Germany into the 
Leagup w'hen he said. “We will have 
NO MORE WAR.”

valuable works. In addition to this 
he is always on hand at the stated 
hours to render his services to those 
who desire works not on the shelves, 
or who are endeavoring to locate in- 
formation on a particular subject. 
Professor Rose also takes charge of 
all the entertainments and lecture 
courses given on the hill except those 
which are given under the auspices 
of one of the student organizations. 
During the last year or two and this 
year he has secured numbers of ex- 
ceptional merit and has arraigned 
courses as strong it not stronger than 
those in larger and older institutions. 

It is the purpose of the librarian to 
make the library the center of cul- 
ture and learning for the school. To 
do this he is sponsoring religious 
programs, oratorical contests, enter- 
tainments, -and lecture courses. He 
has secured such a large store of 
hooks and periodicals dealin.g with 
all phases of human interest that 
material can readily be obtained for 
cnlturial reading, themes, debates, 
current events, literary programs, 
special assignments, and reference 
work. 

In order to accomplish this he has 
.greatly increased the number of vol- 
umes at the disposal of the reader. 
In 1921 there were 3926 volumes on 
the shelves. In September of this 
year this had been increased to 5926, 
an increase of two thousand hooks 
in five years. This increase is even 
more remarkable when one recalls 
that in 1911 there were but 2007 
hooks at the disposal of the reader. 
In the two five year periods follow- 
ing that year the number was in- 
creased one thousand in each period. 
Jn the next period, from 1921, to 
1926 there were as many volumes 
added as in the two preceeding per- 
iods taken together. At the present 
rate the book stock is being doubled 
every ten years. The average rate 
for the ordinary library is once in 


twenty years. 

Professor Rose is keeping in touch 
with the progress of the library 
movement over the United States in 
conjunction with his local work. The 
library is enrolled in several nation- 
al library associations, and has the 
service offered by these associations, 
at its disposal. During the recent 
semi-centennial of the American Li- 
brary Association a number of charts 
depicting library progress in Ameri- 
ca were prepared and exhibited by 
our librarian. One of these w’hich 
dealt with fifty years of library pro- 
gress was especially interesting. 
This chart pointed out the fact that 
in contrast to the three hundred pub- 
lic libraries in existence in the Unit- 
ed States and Canada in 1876 there 
were sixty-six thousand on the same 
date in 1926. The expenditures for 
libraries had increased from $518,000 
in 1876 to $37,000,000 in 1926. 

Although the college library has 
not grown as rapidly as the library 
movement it has nevertheless kept 
pace with the needs of the school. 
At present the needs of the library 
are: a house for literary treasures, 
shelves for special donations, rooms 
for consultation, study quarters for 
the day students apart from the regu- 
lar library room, a relief from the 
present cramped conditions, profes- 
sional work rooms, a promotion of 
quiet and literary spirit, an esthetic 
and cnlturial environment, a proper 
place to use library resources, a 
transformation into a real student 
workshon, and a provision of re- 
search facilities.

According to the proposed plan the 
student would spend five years in his 
college work. The first year would 
be spent in the regular manner. 
However, after that alternate per- 
iods of five weeks each would be 
spent in offices and in college.

In this way there would 
be no break in the routine of the 
work of the employers. If the plan 
is put into operation next year it is 
not likely that any students will be 
sent out of town for their practise 
work as there are sufficient indus- 
tries in Elizabethtown to accommo- 
date those who may desire to follow 
the hew course. After next year, 
however, the students will prohably 
be sent to large business concerns 
in Lancaster, Harrisburg, and York. 

There are two distinct advantages 
to the proposed method. In the 
first place; the student will he able 
to earn a large portion of the ex- 
penses of his schooling, and second- 
ly,, he will receive the practical as 
well as the theoretical training in 
the various lines of business.

Plans In Chapel. 


GIBBLE SCIENCE HALL SOON 


A great many students have been 
wondering, almost impatiently, how 
long we will have to take calesthen- 
ics and play bakset ball in the “gym- 
coop.” At last a ray of hope has 
appeared on the horizon, and is 
steadily increasing. Plans have been 
drawn up by the architects for the 
NEW GYMNASIUM. 

Last Friday, at the close of the 
Chapel exercises. Professor Ober 
showed the plans to the student body 
amid rounds of applause that surely 
could have been heard over the 
entire town. The plans were later 
placed on exhibition in Alpha Hall. 
The students were instructed to in- 
spect them, and offer any suggestions 
for improvement that they may have. 
The drawings were the center of at- 
traction for the rest of the day. Even 
the double Elizabethtown victory in 
debating Thursday evening was for- 
gotten, and brushed aside to make 
room for this newer and more inter- 
esting project. 

According to the architects draw- 
ing the building will be a fine one, 
and will add much to the appearance 
of the College as well as to its equip- 
ment. It will supply one of the great- 
est needs of the school. According 
to the preent plans it will be a com- 
bination auditorium and gymnasium, 
that will be modern in every respect. 

The building will be one story 
high, with a basement. It will be 
located in the triangle between the 
tennis courts and the new athletic 
field. The main entrance will be on 
the north end, with side entrances 
on the east and west. 

On the ground floor there will be 
the auditorium-gym, the playing 
floor, which will be 75 by 45 feet in 
size, almost the area covered by Me- ^ 
morial Hall. At )the Isouthern end 
of the building Ihere will be a stage 
20 by 40 feet in depth and width 
respectively. Besides this there will 
be two dressing rooms, two instruc- 
ors rooms, and two storage rooms on 
this floor. In the basement will be 
located two storage rooms, the boil- 
er room, and shower rooms, locker 
rooms and lavatories

YALE COLLEGE IN CHINA 

CLOSED BY STUDENT STRIKE 


(By New' Student Service) 

Sw'eeping northward from Canton, 
the revolutionary and nationalistic 
forces have possessed themselves of 
the Province of Hanan sending mis- 
sionaries scurrying to the cosat and 
paralyzing, temporarily at least, 
Yale’s Chinese branch, Yale-ln-China 
at Changsha. By cablegram the an- 
nouncement came that the college, 
closed on December 10 by a student 
^strike, would not reopen for the sec- 
ond term on February 15. 

No special' mention af mob vio- 
lence to the Yale graduates who con- 
ducted the institution is made. Nor 
is there fear that the Yale property 
in Changsha, valued at more than a 
half million, will be confiscated. 

The American Consul has promised 
to seal the buildings with the official 
seal of the United States. All the 
Americans fled to Shanghai, except 
the treasurer, w'ho, according to late 
reports, has been imprisoned.

We have heard, and are hearing much comment concerning inter-collegi- 
ate athletics for B'town. These comments all seem to point to the fact that 
Be,ntiment is turning in favor of inter-collegiate sports. This will be a fine 
thing if it is not carried to extremes. However, in practically every school 
which has inter-collegiate athletics, this is the case. It seems that it is the 
desire of most colleges to be known by what they can accomplish on :the grid- 
iron and in the cage, and not by the number of their alumni who achieve suc- 
cess in life. 

One of the greatest evils of inter-collegiate sports today is that of the 
tendency toward professionalism. The player no. longer plays for the plea- 
sure of the game, but in many cases (not all) for the pecuniary reward re- 
ceived. The tendency today seems to he Spartanistic rather that Athenic, 
that is, too much stress is being placed on the physical prowess of the stu- 
dents, and not enough on the intellectual ability. 

When all phases of the subject are considered, do we not have the better 
plan, with our combination of intra-mural athletics, which furnish exercise, 
and debating, which offers an opportunity for us to meet with other colleges? 
This seems to be the best system, for it prevents too much stress being plac- 
ed on athletics. If inter-collegiate athletics could be developed without the 
intellectual development of the student being given second consideration they 
would be desirable, but such does not seem to be the case in higher institu- 
tions of learning today. 

Inter-collegiate debating, which once played a most important part in 
college circles is now being shelved in some schoolsj Why? Because they 
claim that they cannot develop and carry on inter-collegiate forensic relations, 
and athletics. In many of the colleges where the debating team is still 
found it is a slowly dying item of interest. Few schools have more than 
three debates a year. 'Cfen anyone imagine a school meeting only three teams 
on the gridiron, diamond, or in the cage? Such a thing would be considered 
absurd, yet, ip debating not equally important? E’town has a well proportion- 
ed amount of debating and athletics, in the opinion of the writer of this 
article. What is the opinion of the student body?

GLIMPSES OF AN 

AFRICAN WEEK-END 


(Editor’s note — The following is a 
description of how a week end was 
spent in Africa. It is published just 
as it was received by this publica- 
tion from Anna R. Engle, an aunt of 
Eli Engle, who is located at the 
Mtshabizi Mission, Bulawayo, South 
Africa.) 


A visit to an Outschool. Baptis- 
mal and Love-feast services. Satur- 
day, December 4. Early morning rap 
on the hut door. Last bits of pre- 
paration — folding bedding, adding 
food not packed previous day, carry- 
ing things to the ciart. A two-seated 
cart, four mules and a horse. Two 
missionaries, three children, a native 
preacher, a mission-school girl. A 
tin trunk containing food, dishes, | 
cooking utensils. Bag of potatoes 
and fruit. Drinking water, milk, 
communion wine. Foot-pans and 
towels. Meal for the mules. Cots 
and bedding. Suitcase, traveling bag. 
basket, boxes, coats, blanketb — 

And still they packed, and still they 
added more. 

Would one small mule care carry ail 
that store? 

A bit of lunch. Goodbyes. 6:30 — 
and on the way. Morning cool and 
pleasant after Friday’s refreshing 
showers. Team pulls well. The un- 
expected occasionally — torn trace, or 
some entanglement., or quick jump- 
ing from the cart after another tear 
up a steep river bank. Small stein- 
buck shot and tied to the cart, the 
promise of fresh meat. 10:00 A. M. 
— and near Sizezi. Finally drive up 
by little mud school house, and begin 
unpacking and breakfast prepara- 
tions< 

Yes, dear ones, here we were 
right out among the people, to whom 
God has brought us. From this side 
and that came “Saku bona” — the 
native greeting, and we could hard- 
ly help but feel at home. Different 
ones helped, one bringing water, an- 
other a burning stick from the kraal 
fire and soon our breakfast porridge 
was cooking. Breakfast over, we 
went into the schoolhouse tor ser- 
vices. 

And now, could I but paint you tlie 
picture of the applicants for baptism 
— seventeen in all : one old. blind 

woman led about by a stick, a little 
girl perhaps ten, among the youngest 
ever baptized by our missionaries 
here, young men, mothers with their 
babes — a beautiful picture, indeed. 
Among them were three generations; 
the little girl, her mother, and 
grandmother (the blind woman). All 
were accepted and received into 
church fellowship — • your brethren 
and sisters. Pray that, despite the 
severe temptations, the sad darkness 
and clinging superstitions, these 
these seventeen will let our God keep 
them. 

Alter the services we started lor 
I the river — so-called. You may imag- 
ine the amount of water, when told 
we stood in the river bed during the 
baptizing, which was done in a small 
sprut or stream running into it. This 
again w!as a sight dear to redeemed 
souls longing to see others saved ; 
especially was it interesting to see 
the old blind woman already stand- 
ing out in the water, awaiting her 
time. God bless her and make her a 
reflecting light of the Savior’s love 
and mercyj 

As we were walking back, I was 
reminded of the company of walkers 
centuries ago at the time of the 
Jerusalem passover. Do you suppose 
we were quite ready for our evening 
meal after perhaps a three mile 
walk? Of course it was not prepar- 
ed, nor could we turn on the gas, 
but once more the Are was built up 
right there on the veldt, and soon 
the pot was boiling. Darkness gath- 
ered before we flnished, and with it, 
about our lighted lantedn, in the 
dish water, on the dishes, on our- 
selves were — might I say? — thous- 
ands of little flying and crawling in- 
sects. I never before had a like 
experience; even Brother Winger | 
with his many ni.ghts on the veldt, i 
recalled none like it. Let me assure ! 
' you the two little girls — Anna Myers j 
and Beth Winger — with myself were I 
not sorry when the last granite dish 
was safely out of their reach. 

Again we gathered in the school- 
house for evening prayers with the 


Englishman Address-

natives. Surely we would thank 
God for His blessing and care during 
the day. And now it meant make 
up beds for the night — the three 
children were already asleep in the 
cart.Brother Winger arranged his 
cot under a canvas by it, while it 
was my privilege to sleep in the na- 
tive kraal close by. Had a little 
round mud hut, with soft ground 
floor all to myself — about a stone’s 
throw from the cattle kfaal. 

Sunday morning dawned with the 
promise of a beautiful day, but be- 
came very hot. Morning prayers, 
morning camp preparations, and the 
like completed — we again assembled 
in the Lord’s house. There was a 
rather touching incident in the morn- 
ing before the servic. One of our 
school girls who loves God desired 
Brother Winger to speak to her un- 
saved mother, whose home was near 
there, asking her to accept Christ. 
There she sat or knelt on the ground 
listening outwardly — but 'God only 
knows how hiard her heart is. May 
our Christ storm it in His way and 
capture it for Himself. The morn- 
ing service was well attended. Soon 
I was to have my first experience of 
being the only white sister in a 
feet washing service — we remained 
in the schoolhouse. The brethren 
went outside. Afterwards all again 
gathered within, and the communion 
service followed — nearly one hund- 
red communing. The Lord was very 
near and precious, and blessed the 
little gathering. It was indeed a 
heart touching service, making one 
earnestly desire to be a true mis- 
sionary, fulfilling the Mastre’s ex- 
pectation. 

Services over, we made quick pre- 
paratons for the homeward trip: it 
was already late 'afternoon and rain 
was threatening. The people had 
treated us very kindly, having 
brought us meat, milk, cabbage, and 
eggs. One little girl — one among 
many — much interested in Anna’s 
and Beth’s tiny dolls, brought .the 
eggs, which did not appear too fresh 
and gave them to Beth. She was a 
dear little blackfaced child, whose 
name means kindness. Finally their 
“Hamba guhle” (Go w'ell) and our 
“Sala guhle” (Stay well) farewells 
completed, we were once more home- 
ward bound — and reached Mtshabezi 
after dary, tired but happy. 

This has been my tliird African 
Love feast in the five months spent 
in this land. The second service was 
our own here at the Mission Nov. 7 
— the Saturday previous eleven of 
our girls and one man had been bap- 
tized near here. May God continue 
to bless His work among the black- 
skinned. We thank you, our dear 
home brethren and sisters for your 
cooperation. “We are His co-work- 
ers” — thank God.

Oratory Contest 
Honors Taken 
By Sara Conner 

Delivers Inspirational Oration On 

“The Quest of the Superiative’’ 

— Eli Engie Takes Second 
Honors. 

ORATIONS EXCEP riONALL/ P'NE 

The annual Homerian Oratorical 
Contest which was held on Friday, 
March 25, was won by Sara Conner, 
a member of the Sophomore class. 
The subject of Miss Conner’s oration 
was “The Quest of the Superlative.” 
Speaking in a clear, even tone 
throughout, she held the audience 
the entire time that she was speak- 
ing. There was plenty of competi- 
tion, however, and the audience 
could not quite tell who had won 
after the four orations had been de- 
livered. The decision of the judges 
met with the approval of the audi- 
ence, for Miss Conner’s even delivery 
her poise, and her subject matter 
showed careful preparation, deep 
thought and ' a general superiority 
over her opponents. 

The prize which the winner re- 
ceived was fifteen dollars in gold. 
The second prize of ten dollars in 
gold was awarded to Eli Engle. 
•Arthur Miller received the third 
prize of five dollars in gold, and 
Beulah Weaver received honorable 
mention. 

Miss Conner projected her thought 
around the theme of man’s idealism, 
.and how he often allows this beauti- 
ful die.

Perhaps 
you have avoided history. Some day you may wish you hadn’t. Then Her- 
bert Adams Gibbons’ The Europe of Our Day, or Frederic Li Paxson’s The 
United States in Recent Times will prove a stimulating and useful guide. 
And so of all the major subjects of knowledge. Twenty-two subjects have 
been covered and more are planned. 

And one thing more. You need not wait until next year to get acquaint- 
ed with the series.

Samuel S. Wenger, a member of 
the Senior Class, and one of the de- 
baters of E’town was selected as the 
winner in the first of the Eli/abetli 
Myer Extempore Speaking Contests. 
Mr. Wenger has established a repu- 
tation for himself as a public speak- 
-er during the time he has spent on 
the Hill, and his victory in the con- 
test meant the addition of more 
laurels to his credit. The subject 
which he drew was “What Europe 
Thinks of Mussolini.” He discussed 
this topic without hesitating once, 
and presented his thoughts in a logi- 
cal and clear cut manner.

(By New Stu- am 
dent Service) — A course in “War; err 
Its Cause and Cure” is one of the at 
recommendations ebodied in the eac 
Wesleyan Undergraduate Report Soj 
wliich is now available in pamphlet in

A student poll on the advisability 
of this course showed 63.4% of the 
students in favor of some sort of 
course of that nature. 44.1% in favor 1 
of havin.g ’t a iialf-year course, whi’e dei 
19.3% would make it a full-year. En 
“The purpose of such a course,” 
the report says “would be to give a 
background of facts on the subject 
of war as a method of settling inter- P"- 
national disputes . so that educated 
men would be capable of recognizing 
the various factors making for con- 
fiict when they appear on the hori- ^ 
zon of current events, and could 
more confidently take steps to elimi- 
nate them. 

“A few of the topics covered by 
this course on international conflict 
would probably be: the history and 

r©i 

development of the ’art’ of war; a 
classification of the causes of con- 
fiict, — historic, economic, psycholo- 
gical_ etc.; forces at present tending 
towards war and towards peace, such 1 
as nationalism, imperialism, and 1 
trade; the possible nature of a ‘next gin 
war’; the after-effects of war on the 
‘victors’ and the ‘vanquished,’ on j 
business and the progress of the hu- 
man race; pacifism and its liniita- ( 
tions; problems of national defense: 
education lor peace; disarmament! 
and the League of Nations. ^ 

“The course should be made as 
practical and as concrete as possible, 
with, the present situation of Ameri- ^ 
ca receiving the most attention.

The first play to be staged by a 
cdass of Elizabethtown College was 
liresented to a crowded house by the 
Seniors on April 29. The produc- 
tion was so successful that it will be 
repeated again Tuesday, May 3. All 
the seats were sold long before the 
date of presentation and in order 
to accommodate all, the class decided 
to present the play again Tuesday 
evening. 

The production was a success 
from all points of view. The cast 
certainly did .iustice to that immort- 
al tragedy “Macbeth”, which when 
well presented always sends chills 
up and down the spines of the audi- 
ence, and this play was well present- 
ed by the class of 1927 last Friday 
evening. 

The characters took their parts 
like professionals, and their superb 
actuig, coupled with the attractive 
ness of the costumes, held the at- 
tention of the audience throughout 
the presentation. iPauline Greene 
as Lady Macbeth, and Desmond Bit- 
tinger as the title character were the 
outstanding stars of the cast.

The scene of the witches around 
the cauldron will always be remem- 
liered as one of the outstanding 
features of the production.

Lack of Funds Is 
Keeping Many From 
Entering College 


Small Number of Scholarships That 
Are Now Available Are Inadequate 


One of tile greatest problems 
which confronts many high school 
graduates as they consider college 
is that of paying their college ex- 
penses. Although there are many 
scholarships available^ and the col- 
leges do attempt to offer an oppor- 
tunity to pursue a course tor a mini- 
mum outlay, nevertheless there are 
many who cannot see their way clear 
♦o enter. Most scholarsnips are in- 
adequate to finance the students eu- 1 
tire course, and so the problem of 
additional funds must be cons dered 

This grave problem, although 
seemingly unsolvable in some cases, 
has been solved by a tew who have 
worked their way through school. 
However, there are many who can- 
not even do this, and for such the 
problem must remain unsolved un- 
less some individual gives of his 
abundance to help his less fortunate 
fellows. 

The effects of this problem are 
felt by Elizabethtown College as well 
as other colleges. As the field men 
visit in various homes they constant- 
ly meet the argumment that the 
children can not attend college be- 
cause they have to work to help sup- ' 
port the family or themselves. Letters 
are received almost daily that some 
one will not be able to pursue a col- 
lege course due to a lack of funds. 
Professor Herr showed a number of 
these letters to a reporter of this 
publication several days asjo. and 
some of them are really pathetic. 
They are the expressions of persons 
who have a strong desire to secure 
a college education, but who will not 
have the means to do so for years to 
come. A few quotations which are 
typical of the .great number of let- 
ters received follow. “Both my fath- 
er and I have considered this care- 
fully. and the only conclusion was 

. . . there is nothing we could

Tree Is Planted

The Seniors were again given the 
privilege of rendering the Arbor Day 
u^rogram.

tree located near a farmhouse four 
miles west of Lancaster city.

“Woodman Spare That Tree.” Miss 
Bull brought back memories of pri- 
mary school days by telling the story 
of “The Little Pine Tree.’’

Selections On Door Bells, Goblets, 
And Flexatones Will Feature 
Program Given By 
Harmonic Trio. 


HAVE VARIETY OF SELECTIONS 


The final arrangements have been 
made for the entertainment which is 
sponsored by the Young Men’s Wel- 
fare Association of the College. They 
have secured the Harmonic Trio, a 
group of novelty musicians, for the 
evening of May 13. The plans for 
the sale of tickets, and other details 
relative to the presentation of the 
program have all been completed. 
Mr. jVrthur Eshelman has charge of 
the chart, and he reports that tick- 
ets are selling rapidly. 

The Trio which has been secured 
is presenting a program just a bit 
different from the regular run of 
musical programs. Almost all of 
the instruments which they play are 
new to the average individual. The 
big feature of their pragrams is the 
glassophone. This is an instrument 
composed of a hundred or more wine 
goblets of various sizes, partly filled 
with water. This instrument never 
fails to captivate the audience for 
on it the musicians produce deep, 
mellow tones, which because of the 
number of goblets used chord very 
beautifully. On the goblets the Trio 
will play “The Song of India,” “Lar- 
go.” and other classical and semi- 
classical selections. The goblets 
are played by Messrs.. Kissinger and 
Peeling of the company. 

Another part of the program which 
always is well received is the group 
of autoharp solos which are played 
by Mr. Peeling. The autoharp is 
quite different from a regular harp 
in appearance^ but produces tones 
not unlike a large harp. On this, 
instrument Mr. Peeling will play a 
medley of hymns, and a medley of 
Southern tunes. 

The ocarino, which is commonly 
called a sweet-potato whistle, is an- 
other of the instruments that will be 
played in the course of the evening’s 
program. The students are acquaint- 
ed with this instrument, as several 
of the fellows have attempted to 
render selections on it in Welfare 
meetings. There will be duets and 
solos with this instrument. 

Then there is the flexatone. The 
best that this can be described is to 
say that it is a sheet of specially 
prepared flexible steel, which pro- 
duces tones not unlike those of the 
musical saw. After the audience

Every year there are many high school graduates who are forced to 
stop school and go to work because they do not have the money to continue 
their education. Some of them do enter college after working several years, 
hut for many the task of earning sufficient money to, support themselves and 
at the same time save enough to pay their way through college is well nigh 
impossible. Only the most staunch hearted do not despair and give up all 
thought of a college education for it often takes too long to save sufficient 
money. 

True, there are scholarships available, but most of these are not suf- 
ficient to pay more than halt the college expenses. The statement is often 
made that even with a scholarship, which pays only a part of the expenses, 
a college education is financially impossible. The field representatives of the 
college meet with this problem daily. 

Is there no remedy for the situation? 

Under present laboring conditions part time employment is almost im- 
possible, and working one's way through school is becoming exceedingly 
difficult. The only hope for those who have no money for a college educa- 
tion is a scholarship, which pays all the expenses. But there are very few 
of these. 


There is one hope however, and that is that more persons who have in |

abundance will establish funds, the interest of which would pay the expenses 
of a student for four yeaHs< There are many persons who could do this and 
thus make a lasting and highly beneficial investment. True, the material 
reward would be little, but there is a greater reward for such a service to 
society. The knowledge that one's money is assisting some one to secure 
an education in a Christian institution should be satisfying to say the; least. 
The world is demanding Christian professional and business men. It is the 
duty of those who can to help the gi-eatest number secure this Christian 
training to do so. * 

A scholarship is a lasting memorial to the donor. At present there are 
persons who are sacrificing to establish scholarships in memory of some one 
who was dear to them. Why are there not niore_ who would not have to 
sacrifice, who establish scholarships and make a great contribution to society?

You in America hear of incidents 
in China, but only of those selected 
incidents that can be made to twist 
the truth in such a way that Nation- 
alist China, an awakening country | 
struggling heroically to break awav | 
from the fatal fetters of feudal mill- 1 
tary imperialist oppression, appears 
as an aggressor against the W’est. | 

Therefore the Chinese people ap- 
peal directly to you, the people of 
America. The Chinese people want 
you to know the real situation of 
this land so that you can judge for 
yourselves if the policy condusted 
from your capital is not a policy 
which may provoke on the Pacific 
coast a catastrophe so bloody that 
the most horrible years of the past 
decade will seem to he mere child’s 
play. 

The civil war now going on be- 
tween the North and the South is a 
struggle for national freedom, the 
same freedom for which America has 
waged two great wars, one against 
the degrading status of a colony, 
another a.gainst an economic system 
which rested upon human slavery. 
China today, as -America, is fighting 
for democracy, independence, unffi- 
cation, and reconstruction. 

From Ehgland the Chinese people 
do not expect understanding support. 
England’s hands are too stained with 
Chinese blood. To crush China Eng- 
land will go to any lengths. She 
would add another world war to the 
casual massacres of May 30, 1925, in 
Shanghai, of June 23, 1925, at Sha- 
kee in Canton, and of Wanhsien last 
Eumer. England will destroy, loot 
and kill if her supremacy is challeng- 
ed. 

For the protection of English trade 
and English lives she will sanction 
any degree of wanton destruction of 
the wealth and lives of other lands. 
The men who today control Eng- 
land’s foreign affairs are true suc- 
cessors of those politicians who sup- 
ported slavery in American and tried 
to convince the Chinese by means 
of naval guns of the ecessity of 
opium. 

China is not surprised at England. 
But the Chinese people are amazed 
to see hints that America might co- 
perate in the imperiatlistic crimes of 
the country against whom she batt- 
led for her own freedom. 

The Chineses people wish to point 
out to America, whose leadership it 
is she is following, that it is the 
British Secretariat of Colonies and 
the British military commanders 
that have been successful in involv- 
ing America in this new enterprise 
in China, which can benefit neither 
the British nor Americans but which 
will sow dissension between America 
and China and precipitate catas- 
trophic events in the Pacific, in 
■which America’.s record in the Far 
East will be sullied and her prosper- 
itv menaced.

Ruth takes the center of the stage, j 
and the action centers around her | 
specifically. The entire time cover - 1 
ed in the story is eleven years. In j 
this period there are many changes 
and incidents in the family of Eli- 
milech which are forcefully presented 
in song. 

May Strayer. who has appeared in 
other musical productions of the col- 
lege is taking the title role. Her 
part is practically identical to the 
Biblical story which is familiar to all. 
The turning point of the entire can- 
tata centers on one of the solos sung 
in this part. This occurs in the! 
most impressive scene of the score_ 
that of the parting of Ruth and Or- 
pha. It is known as “Ruth’s Con- 
stancy”. Ruth’s great choice, in 
which she says, “Thy home shall be 
mine, thy people shall be my peo- 
ple, and their God shall be my God,” 
is presented in a very striking solo. 
Miss Strayer filis this role exception- 
ally well, and will certainly captivate 
the audience with her fine acting and 
singing. 

Esther Kilhefner has a very diffi- 
cult part to play as Naomi. She ap- 
pears in all the acts, and has import- 
ant solos in each. The part which 
she takes is difficult to act. for Naomi 
faces so many different circum- 
stances. She is first troubled by the 
famine in her native land. Then, 
after journeying to the land of Moab. 
slie loses her husband and two sons. 
She gains a loving daughter in Ruth 
ho\\;ever, and thus has one who gives 
her much comfort. But again, when 
she returns to Israel she is discour- 
aged, for no one recognizes her. 
Then the greatest comfort is given 
to her by the Seer who tells her that 
from the descendants of Ruth w’ill 
come the Messiah. 

The part of Orpha is taken by 
Mary Snyder. Miss Snyder has also 
appeared in quite a few cantatas, j 
and assumes her part with the utter- j 
most ease and confidence. She takes | 
the part of the light hearted and ' 
care free Orpha in a very striking 
manner^ and interprets her part in a 
realistic manner. In conjunction wdtli | 
Ruth ad Naomi she renders some of 
the most beautiful duets and trios ^ 
of the entire cantata. ! 

The leading male part, that of Eli- j 
mileeh, is taken by Raymond Baugh- 
er. He assumes the character of 
the staunch, old patriarch of Israel 
w'ith an air of professionalism. With 
his fine baritone voice he brings the 
words of this firm character to the 
audience in a very tuneful manner. 

’Phe parts of Mahlon and Chileon, 
the two sons of Elimilech, are sung 
by ..Aaron Breidenstein and Henry 
Bucher respectively. 

Paul Esheman, as Barak the pro- 
phet, has an important’ part to fill in 
the story. The people complain to 
him in the famine, but he adjusts 
their differences, and urges them to 
turn to God for help, guidance, and 
blessing. Deborah., the prophetess, 
is taken by Fioy Schlosser. She 
chides the ■worshippers of Baal, and 
finally in desperation overthrows the 
idol of Baal^ and then turns the peo- 
ple to God. Pauline Herr, as Tamar, 
the Seer of Evil, has a very interest- 
ing part. She first ■warns the family 
of Elimilech not to go to Moab. 
When only Naomi returns she re- 
minds her of the warning in a strik- 
ing manner. Fially however, she 
does bring a great message as she 
presages the coming of Christ. Mar- 
grette RiclW’ine takes the part of 
Leah, a Moabites princess who an- 
nounces the aproach of the Philis- 
tines. 

The youngest member of the cast 
is Grace Frantz, the eleven year old 
sister of Miss Frantz, the College 
bookkeeper. Despite her age and 
inexperience she holds her own with 
the college girls in the selectipns, 
and is doing very creditable work. 
In a trio with Misses Strayer and 
Kilhefner she demonstrates her po- 
tential vocal possibilities. All these 
solo parts are supported by groups 
and by choruses, and the entire Bib- 
lical story is presented in a tuneful 
arrangement of song.

played on this instrument they will 
place it among their favorites. 

But the company does not confine 
their instruments to those ■w'hich are 
generally recognized as musical in- 
struments. They can produce music 
from almost anything, and to dem- 
onstrate this they have included on 
the program several selections on 
the electric door bells. It can 
scarcely be imagined that there is 
any music in those jingling things 
w’hich rouse the students from slum- 
ber in the morning, call them to 
classes, or when they are at home, 
loudly proclaim a visitor. However 
very fine music is produced from a 
set of these ordinary electric bells. 
The l)ells used were not specially 
prepared for the purpose, but are. 
the result of several years of hunt- 
ing for ordinary bells having the 
correct tones. 

In addition to these novelty instru- 
ments, which are played by Messrs. 
Kissinger and Peeling, the piano is 
also used. Miss Rhea Kinderfather 
is the accompanist of the company. 
She will also render several solos 
in the course of the program. Then 
too there is a reader who always 
adds spice to the programs with he! 
humorous selections. 

The company has been well receiv- 
ed wherever they have appeared, 
and should present a very enjoyable 
program on the thirteenth.

do . . . It means that I shall have 

to give up all thought of attending 
college.” Aother says, “I am . . 

. . unable on account of the ‘finan- 

cial problem’ to say whether or not 
he can go to college next year.” 
Still another states, “I am very sorry 
but 1 will not be able to enter col- 
lege this fall .... I find that I 
will not be able to make money 
enough to see me through.” These 
are statements from but. a few of 
the many communications received, 
and show just how many persons are 
really kept from college because of 
the lack of sufficient funds. 

Because of the limited number of 
scholarships the college was forced 
to reply in most cases that there was 
ndthing that could be done. Here 
then is a great opportunity for per- 
sons, who are able, to establish 
scholarships. Some of the present 
available scholarships were estab- 
lished through sacrifice on the part 
of the donors, and more who would 
not have to sacrifice to give should 
do so. 


Universities, colleges and prepara- 
tory schools throughout the United 
States have responded eagerly to an 
appeal lor funds to rebuild the 
Shakespeare Memorial Theatre at 
Stratford-upon-Avon. destroyed by 
fire last year. 

Dramat'c societies at Bowdoin 
College, Brunswick, Me., and at Ho- 
bait College. Geneva, N. Y„ soon 
will hold benefit performances as 
their contribution toward American 
participation in the movement to 
restore the Bard of Avon’s theatre. 

Already at the University of Chi- 
cago, Butler University, Indianapolis^ 
and Beloit College, Beloit. tVis., 
committees are actively engaged in 
obtaining subscriptions from stu- 
dents and faculty members and sig- 
natures for the scrolls, which will 
be bound and filed in the Shakes- 
peare Library at Stratford-upon- 
Avon. 

Frederick C. Ferry, President of 
Hanflton College, Clinton, N. Y.. 
writes that he is taking steps to se- 
cure subscriptions from the faculty 
and students of his institution. 

Among preparatory schools, sub- 
scriptions for the most part are be- 
ing obtained through signatures for 
the scrolls^ through a number of 
secondary institutions are emulating 
the colleges by staging benefit per- 
formances under the auspices of 
their dramatic societies. Other 
schools are raising funds in their 
own wav, in some instances setting 
a minimum gift at $150.

Shot Lincoln 


A rather slim young man of medi- 
um height rushed madly across the 
campus. From his pocket protruded 
traps of all sizes. What could he 
want with them all? There were all 
kinds of traps, from fly traps to lion 
traps. In his hand he carried a 
large microscope with which he 
stopped at intervals to examiiiCi the 
ground. At other times he would 
take a four foot telescope from his 
pocket and carefully examine 'he 
roots of the dormitories, the trees, 
and even the clouds. Finally he seem- 
ed to locate the object of his search. 
Although none of the now large 
group wdiich was following him 
could see a thing, he apparently had 
found his game perched on the edge 
of a blade of grass. With the utmost 
care he placed a row of traps of 
various sizes around the spot and 
then loudly shouted “Boo". Then a 
look of disappointment came over 
his face, and he was heard to mutter. 
“Oh shoot it, these aren't the right 
kind of traps.” 

So he gathered them all up and 
was seen to enter the chemistry lab- 
oratory_ where he and another young 
man, who was tall and rather heav- 
ily built, had a long conversation. 
Finally they began w'orking, and 
several days ago they announced 
that they w'ere ready to present the 
results of their labors to the w’orld. 
They announced that they had in- 
vented a trap that would catch an 
atom. Yes, that's what the young 
man was pursuing, an atom. 

Although details cannot be given, 
as the device has not as yet been 
patented in the South Sea Islands, 
a reporter of this publication wms 
able to learn some of the features 
of this new device. It is essentially 
an electrical apparatus. Two plati- 
num electrodes about a yard long, 
and about six inches in diameter are 
heavily charged with a special high 
frequency current. As the lines of 
force go out from these electrodes 
they are so regulated that they will 
draw between them any particular 
specie of atom which is desired, ex- 
cept the Illenium atom. For some 
reason the apparatus will not catch 
this elusive little fellow, but the 
inventors hope to bring him under 
their control in the near future. 
After the atom is draw between the 
lines of force a microscopic pair of 
tweezers regulated by a sound wave 
cell, is attracted to the prisoner by 
his squeels. So accurate is the in- 
vention that these tweezers are . di- 
rected in their course until they 
grasp the third left hind leg of the 
captive, by which he is later bound 
with lines of force, and held until 
ready to be examined and weighed. 

In order to weigh the atoms the 
hea\T member of the pair of scient- 
ists has devised a unique scales. 
It has been reco.gnized by the Ameri- 
can Bughouse Association as the 
most delicate scale ever devised bv 
any scientist., After the atom is 
bound with the lines of force he is 
dropped on a soap bubble, which 
serves as the platform of the scales. 
H’’s weight of course increases the 
pressure on the inside of the bubble.

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INTERVENTION IN CHINA. 


The question naturally arises when the Chinese bulletins are read as 
to how they should be considered. If one takes them at face value, then 
American and British intervention is certainly not justified. One thing is 
•clear, however. The Chinese desire to fight their own fight, and run their 
own government. They have no desire to tolerate foreign dictators, accord- 
ing to their bulletins. They claim that American Marines are parading th® 
streets of China to excite agitation, that reports that the missionaries desire 
intervention are false, that any of the powers can buy on-.'' of the war lords 
not of the Nationalistic forces and- have him fight for what they want, that 
the powers, are net willing to accept agrerments which are lenioii;, and 
would be accepted from anothir nation. 


Over against those objections on the part of the Chinese representa- 
tives we have the reports that American and British citizens have been 
slain, that foreigners property has been destroyed, and that Chinese soldiers 
fire ruthlessy at foreign buildings and vessels. Of course the Chinese dis- 
patches claim that many of these reports are exaggerated, and that condi- 
tions such as are set forth do not exist. They do admit tb,at some foreigners 
were killed, and some foreign property destroyed or stolen, but they further 
claim that the Nationalist government has offered to remunerate the foreign- 
ers for all loses suffered at the hands of the Nationalist soldiers. They say 
this offer w-as refused because the American and British governments want 
complete restitution, regardless of which faction did the destroying. 

Thus there are arguments for each side, which seem strong, but which 
can be set up beside equally strong arguments on the other side. It is well 
neigh impossible to say which is in the right. 

The best thing that can be done is for each American citizen to study the 
problem, and then decide what the United States shall do. The question is 
one of the vital ones of the day, and demands just and careful conisideration.
